Washington, March 28.—Following is 


a complete abstract of the report of the 
Maine court of inquiry: 


First—The court finds that 


at the time of the explosion the 
battleship Maine was lying 'in 
five and one-half to six fath- 
oms of water. 


Second—The discipline on 


board the ship was excellent; 
everything stowed according to 
orders — ammunition, 
guns, 


stores, etc.

of the magazines at 8. p. m. 
was normal, except in the after

The report as a whole is a. formal, 


dispassionate recital of facts, and bears 
the stamp of that strict 
officialism 


which marks naval pi-ocedure. 


It is brief, not exceeding 1,800 words, 


and among the eight parts goes to the 
greatest length under the second head- 
ing, which deals with the discipline 
and order of the ship. This the court 
specifieb v ith extreme minuteness, the 
least detail of the satisfactory condi- 
tion of 
everything on board being 


given. 


The normil temperature of the large 


forward magazines at 8 o'clock—only 
an hour an4 forty minutes before the 
explosion—ciispcses of the question of 
accidental Combustion within the mag- 
azines. 


While tha court • holds that these 


magazines did not explode from inter- 
nal causes, they nevertheless are of the 
opinion that the explosion of the mine 
under the port side of the ship caused 
the explosio-i of the two magazines. 


This will explain the remarkable de- 


struction wrought, the explosion being 
thus shown to have combined the fores 
of a mine without ancl t^vo magazines 
within. 


The two explosions which the court 


finds to have occurred, with a very 
short interval .between them, is an ad- 
ditional detail showing that two forces 
operated in causing the destruction. 


The finding that the ship lifted on 


the first explosion indicates an external 
source, and one of tremendous power 
to be able to lift a battleship of thou- 
sands of tons. 


The character of the wreckage, tech- 


nically described in the fifth part of 
the report, from which the court de- 
duces that a mine -was exploded under 
the ship on the port side, sustains the 
"iriew taken by some experts shortly 
after the disaster that the force of the 
explosion was exerted from port to 
starboard. 


The feature of the report of deepest

representatives pointed out the ad- 
vantage from a visit of national ships 
to Cuban waters in accustoming them 
to the presence of our flag as a symbol 
of good-will and of our ships in fulfil- 
ment of the mission of protection to 
American interests, even though no 
immediate need therefor might exist. 
Acordingly, January 24th, after a 
conference with the Spanish minister, 
in which the renewal of the visits of 
our war vessels to Spanish waters was 
discussed and accepted, the Penin- 
sular authorities at 
Madrid and 


Havana were advised of the purpose 
of tin's government to resume friendly 
naval Tsits to Cuban ports and that 
the Maine would forthwith call at 
the port of Havana. 
This announce- 


ment was received by the Spanish 
government with appreciation of the 
friendly character of the visit of the 
Maine and with notification of inten- 
tion to return the courtesy by send- 
ing Spanish 'ships to the principal 
ports of the United States. 
Mean- 


while the Maine entered the port of 
Havana on the 25th of January, her 
arrival being marked with no special 
incident, besides the exchange of 
customary ancl ceremonial visits. The 
Maine continued in the^ harbor of 
Havana. During three weeks follow- 
ing her arrival, no appreciable excite- 
ment attended her stay. On the con- 
trary the feeling of relief and confi- 
dence followed. So noticeable was 
this immediate effect of her visit thao 
the consul general strongly urged 
that the presence of our ships is 
Cuban waters should be "kept up by 
retaining the Maine at Havana 
or 


another vessel there. At 9:40, Feb- 
ruary 15th, the Maine was destroyed 
by an explosion. The entire forward 
part of the ship was completely 
wrecked. 
Two officers and two hun- 


dred and sixty-four of her crew per- 
ished, those not killed outright being 
penned between the decks by the 
tangle of wreckage and drowned by 
the sinking of .the hull. Prompt as- 
sistance was given by neighboring 
vessels in the harbor, aid being cs- 
pcially given by boats of the Spanish 
cruiser Alphonso XII and the Ward 
liner City of Washington, which lay 
not far distant.

The river, was the , center of at- 


traction in Portsmouth all Sunday, 
and it seemed' that about everybody 
and their great 
grand-mother were 


out on a tour of inspection. The 
streets and river banks were crowded 
"all day long^with the sight seers, dis- 
cussing pro and con the probability 
of further rise. 


The old river herself rose slowly .all 


'day long yesterday. Saturday niglit 
the rise was slightly over half an inch 
and this rate was kept up until about 
noon. Then it began/to fall off, and 
from 12 uritill 5 o'clock it shaded off 
from one-half to one-fourth and less 
and at"6 o'clock the water was almost 
at a stand. The rise until midnight 
Was imperceptible, the highest point 
reached being 57.5 feet. 
Then it be- 


gan to fall slowly and by 8 |o'clock 
this morning the waters had receded 
almost two inches, to the great relief 
of everyone. 


The fall during [the day was pro- 


vokingly slow and wild rumors in cir- 
culation about cloud bursts at Pitts- 
burg and heavy rains up the valley 
caused general uneasiess. 
It was 


feared that the fall would be checked 
and - the river begin climbing up 


: ragain.. These reports were wild and 
"woolly, us reports received by the 
Times show only light rains up the 
valley.,i These will have no effect on 
the r,ivcr and there is every, indica- 
tion that it will fall as rapidly as it 
rose. As the Times goes to press the 
waters are receding almost an inch 
an hour. The danger is past. 


The stage reached, 57. 5 feet, was
